thrills.  There  are  several  boat  liveries  on 
the  Cove  shore  so  fishing  can  be  fun  for 
all  the  family. 

From  nearby  Provincetown  several  sport 
fishing  charter  boats  make  runs  for  the 
tuna  which  begin  moving  into  Cape  waters 
in  June.  Generally  they  abound  here  until 
November,  ranging  in  weight  from  about 
one  hundred  to  a thousand  pounds. 

The  fresh  water  ponds  of  Eastham,  well 
stocked  with  fish,  offer  the  angler  much 
added  sport  with  rod  and  reel.  Bass,  pick- 
erel, white  and  yellow  perch  and  horned 
pout  can  be  taken  from  these  waters. 

No  license  required  for  salt  water  fish- 
ing. See  Page  37  for  information  on  fresh 
water  fishing  licenses. 


SHELLFISHING 

The  shellfish  (clams,  oysters,  quahogs. 
and  others)  are  not  so  plentiful  now  as 
in  years  gone  by.  But  the  Town  of  East' 
ham  does  plant  seed  quahogs  in  Salt  Pond 
and  here  on  a Sunday  a pailfull  dug  at  low 
tide  will  provide  an  interesting  activity 
and  delicious  eating. 


During  the  summer  the  striped  bass  is 
king  of  salt  water  game  fish  in  Cape  Cod 
waters  and  Eastham’s  striper  fishing  is  hard 
to  beat.  Surf  casting  all  along  the  tides  at 
Nauset  Beach  lures  the  experienced  and 
the  novice  to  try  for  the  '’big  ones.”  And 
charter  sport  fishing  boats,  many  skippered 
by  Eastham  men,  will  take  you  from  Rock 
Harbor  in  quest  of  stripers  offshore  in 
the  Bay. 

Bluefish  entice  the  angler  too  and  are 
caught  in  both  surf  and  bay  in  season. 
Flounder,  tautog  and  a number  of  other 
good  eating  bottom  fish  make  most  any 
fishing  trip  from  Eastham’s  shores  some- 
thing to  recall  happily.

A Statement  By  The 
National  Park  Service 


Cape  Cod  National  Seashore 

On  August  7,  1961,  Congress  authorized 
establishment  of  Cape  Cod  National  Sea- 
shore as  part  of  the  National  Park  System. 
Eventually  the  National  Seashore  will  oc- 
cupy nearly  the  entire  shore  of  the  Outer 
Cape,  as  well  as  inland  stretches  of  dunes, 
woods,  and  marsh  land. 

The  park  will  preserve  the  natural  beau- 
ties, the  wildlife  habitats  and  the  historic 
atmosphere  of  the  Cape.  These  invaluable 
and  fragile  qualities  were  in  danger  of  being 
lost  for  the  very  reason  that  they  beckoned 
so  many  people  here  to  enjoy  them. 

Formal  establishment  of  the  park  hinges 
upon  speed  of  land  acquisition,  which  is 
now  underway.  When  adequate  land  is  ac- 
quired for  administration  as  a park,  pro- 
grams and  facilities  will  be  developed  for 
visitors.  These  will  include  campgrounds, 
information  and  interpretive  centers,,  nature 
trails,  swimming  beaches,  and  campfire 
programs. 

The  National  Park  Service  Office,  in  the 
former  Coast  Guard  Station  south  of  Nauset 
Light,  will  be  happy  to  provide  more  in- 
formation about  the  future  of  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore.

Eastham's  Historic 
Windmill  Still  Able 
To  Grind  Corn 

Built  sometime  before  1700  at  Plymouth,  the 
old  windmill  was  dismantled  and  shipped  across 
the  bay,  probably  in  1788  and  reassembled  near 
the  end  of  the  Cape  to  grind  cornmeal. 

In  1793  the  mill  was  taken  apart  again  and 
hauled  by  oxen  to  its  present  location  in  East- 
ham. Here  it  was  used  to  grind  meal  for  fish- 
ermen and  farmers  of  the  surrounding  area  until 
about  1900.  Now  fully  restored  in  Eastham’s 
Windmill  Park,  it  is  the  oldest  workable  grist 
mill  on  Cape  Cod. 

"It  takes  a healthy  breeze  to  turn  the  shaft,” 
explains  Harold  R.  Cole,  Eastham’s  Town  Miller, 
who  is  in  attendance  for  visitors  through  the 
warm  weather.

Cape  Cod  historian  Henry  Kittredge  says, 
"If  all  the  wrecks  which  have  piled  up  on 
the  backside  of  the  Cape  were  placed  bow 
to  stern  they  would  make  a continuous  wall 
from  Monomoy  to  Provincetown.” 

To  sailing  ship  masters  in  the  old  days 
Nauset  Beach,  the  Great  Beach  or  the  "back- 
side” of  Outer  Cape  Cod  was  a dead  lee 
shore  with  no  haven  of  refuge  during  the 
northeast  gales  of  winter.  Once  caught  close 
inshore  ships  were  driven  inexorably  into 
the  shifting  sandy  shoals  and  tremendous 
winter  surf.  Many  wrecks  broke  up  within

a few  hours  and  their  crews  perished  from 
exposure  or  drowning.  The  U.S.  Life  Saving 
Service  maintained  twelve  Outer  Cape  Cod 
stations  with  beach  patrols  and  surf  boats 
and  rescued  many  through  the  years;  its 
motto  was,  "You  have  to  go  out,  but  you 
don’t  have  to  come  back.” 

Today  with  powered  vessels,  navigation 
aids  and  diminished  offshore  traffic  due  to 
the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  the  wrecks  are  so  in- 
frequent that  all  but  three  of  the  stations 
have  been  closed.  The  Eastham  station  at 
Coast  Guard  Beach  is  now  the  local  head- 
quarters of  the  National  Park  Service. 


Driven  ashore  in  December,  1892, 
the  bark  Kate  Harding  still  had 
top  hamper  intact.  Later  she 
broke  up  completely. 


The  schooner  Katie  J.  Barrett  came 
ashore  at  Eastham  in  February,  1890. 
One  of  the  few  to  survive,  the  hull 
was  refloated  several  months  later.

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The  New  Look  At  The 
Eastham  Public  Library 


Over  the  years  the  Eastham  Public  Li- 
brary, now  in  its  84th  year,  has  served  res- 
idents, summer  residents  and  visitors  with 
leading  material  to  suit  all  tastes.  Each  pass- 
ing summer  had  seen  an  increasing  number 
of  summer  users,  both  adult  and  children 
until  the  library  was  bursting  at  its  seams 
with  books  and  a dozen  people  at  one  time 
crowded  the  little  building. 

Now  all  that  has  changed  since  the  sum- 
mer of  1961.  The  photographs  illustrate  the 
new  spacious  addition;  the  interior  and  ex- 
terior views  show  that  it  retains  its  Cape 
Cod  charm  throughout. 


The  sunshine  through  the  little  paned 
windows  casts  interesting  shadows  across  the 
room.  Through  the  large  picture  window 
there  is  a delightful  view  of  Depot  Pond 
beyond  the  grove  of  pine  and  locust  trees. 

The  library  contains  approximately  8000 
volumes  of  fiction,  non-fiction,  and  chil- 
dren s books.  There  are  the  usual  reference 
books,  also  a collection  of  books  on  Cape 
Cod,  but  some  of  these  are  for  library  use 
only.  New  books  are  added  periodically. 
While  the  library  is  town  supported,  it  wel- 
comes gifts  of  new  and  usable  books,  mem- 
orial books,  and  especially  standard  and  non- 
fiction children  s books  to  replace  worn  out 
copies.  These  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 
The  more  popular  magazines  are  to  be  found 
on  the  reading  table;  there  are  comfortable 
chairs. 

You  are  invited  to  use  the  library.  One 
seven-day  book  and  two  others  may  be  bor- 
rowed at  a time.  For  Eastham  taxpayers 
there  is  no  charge.  For  other  visitors  there 
is  a deposit  fee  of  $1.00,  and  50  cents  is 
refunded  when  you  return  your  books  be- 
fore departure.  The  library  is  open  on  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  from  2 to  5 p.m.,  7 to  9 
p.m.,  and  on  Saturday  afternoons  from  2 to 
5 p.m.  Mrs.  Sadie  Flint  is  the  librarian  and 
she  will  be  happy  to  be  of  every  possible 
service. 

The  library  is  located  on  Samoset  Road, 
one  block  west  of  the  Eastham  Town  Hall,  a 
short  distance  beyond  the  Old  Mill,  and 
next  to  the  "Chapel  in  the  Pines”.  The 
V.  I.  P.  1897”  over  the  front  entrance  stands 
for  "Village  Improvement  Society”  which 
built  and  gave  the  library  to  the  town  at 
that  time.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  MOTOR  BOATING 
AND  WATER  SKIING  IN  EASTHAM 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  es- 
tablish 3n  area  for  swimming,  marked  by  buoys, 
and  area  for  moored  or  anchored  boats  and  a 
landing  for  water  skiers  on  Great  Pond  and  to 
further  establish  the  following  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations governing  Motor  Boating  on  Great  Pond 
in  the  Town  of  Eastham: 

a.  Whoever  operates  upon  the  waters  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Town  of  Eastham  a boat 
propelled  by  an  internal  combustion  engine,  reck- 
lessly or  negligently,  so  that  the  lives  or  safety 
of  the  public  might  be  endangered,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
($20.00). 

b.  No  motor  boat  shall  be  used  to  tow  persons 
on  water  skis  or  aquaplanes  unless  said  boat  shall 
be  occupied  by  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall 
give  his  full  attention  to  the  operation  of  the  boat, 
and  the  other  of  whom  shall  give  his  full  atten- 
tion to  the  person  or  persons  being  towed. 

c.  All  boats  shall  keep  a distance  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  from  the  swimming  area 
marked  by  buoys  and  from  moored  or  anchored 
boats  except  when  leaving  or  returning  to  their 
mooring,  or  the  landing. 

d.  No  water  skiing  shall  be  allowed  on  Salt 
Pond  or  any  fresh  water  pond  other  than  Great 
Pond. 


e.  Hours  for  water  skiing  shall  be  from  7 a.m. 
to  one-half  hour  after  sunset. 

f.  The  above  rules  and  regulations  are  to  be 
enforced  by  any  police  officer  authorized  to  make 
arrests  in  the  Town  of  Eastham,  and  the  violations 
of  the  above  rules  and  regulations  shall,  for  each 
offense,  be  punished  by  a fine  o-f  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars  ($20.00).
